is reported in good condition 
at a military hospital in Cu 
Chi, Vietnam. Moore teaches 
at South High.

He reportedly was injured 
last March 9 while on a sweeo 
near the Oriental River. Pfc. 
Moore was hit by a piece of 
shrapnel when a bomb dis­ 
posal unit set off a Viet Coog 
booby trap.

The shrapne! hit young 
j Moore in the right arm.

Pfc. Moore is a 1964 gradu­ 
ate of Torrance High School 
and attended D Camino. He 
entered the Army in August. 
1966. and i* now assigned to 
the 27th Infantry Division.

Leonard A. Ensminger, hos­
pital administrator, said the 
auxiliary's pledge to the hos­ 
pital is the largest ever made 
in California by a group of 
comparable size. He praised 
the group for taking quick ac­ 
tion and setting a pace for
the entire campaign.

Action on the pledge was
taken after a motion from the
floor was presented by Mrs.
Howard D. Fields, a past pres­
ident.

Funds to meet the auxiliary
pledge will be raised by man­
aging the new hospital's gift
shop, baby photos, bookmo­
bile, and proceeds from
"Fractured Follies" a show
scheduled for production next
October. There is no time-
limit for paying the pledge.

C, was 
moved from Harbor General 
Hospital to the prison ward 
at Los Angeles County Gen­ 
eral Hospital yesterday. He is 
reported in good condition.

FREDERICKSON was shot 
once by Ron Bryning, a Tor­ 
rance police officer, about 3 
a.m. Friday. Police gave this 
account:

Mrs. Sara Beth Mitchell, 31. 
of 718 Amapola, Apt. 9, was 
awakened about 3 a.m. Friday 
by the sound of a screen 
being cut. She got out of bed 
and went Into her living 
room, where she saw a man 
climbing through a window.

Mrs. Mitchell screamed for 
help. Her cries were heard by 
Bryning, who said he saw the 
 nispect run out the front 
door of Mrs. Michell's apart­ 
ment. Bryning said he ran 
after the man yelling at him 
to stop and warning that he 
would shoot.

ABOUT A block from Mr«. 
Mitchell's apartment, Bryning 
fired at the suspect and hit 
him once in the right shoul­ 
der. The man, later identified 
as Frederickson, was appre­ 
hended in front of 811 Ama- 
pola St., police said.

Frederickson will be 
charged with suspicion of bur­ 
glary and suspicion of assault 
with Intent to commit rape 
when he recovers, police re­ 
ported.

SACRAMENTO   The big 
push for extension of "free­ 
dom of Information" legisla 
tion at this session of the le­ 
gislature has been slowed to 
a standstill but the principal

, author still thinks there's a
' chance for progress.

The senate governmental 
efficiency committee, with a

  busy day on such sub)e(.-t   -s 
the Rumlord Housing Act, 
took no action on two ui is 
by Senator Tom Carrell, D- 
San Fernando. The bills 
would have extended provi­ 
sions of the Brown Act, which 
require open meetings of 
local agencies, to state agen­ 
cies.

Another bill would have 
strengthened the Brown Act 
by requiring open meetings 
for subcommittees of city 
councils, boards of supervis­ 
ors, or other local authorities. 
Present law requires the 
press and public be permitted 
 t any subcommittee meeting

in which a quorum of the 
body make up the subcommit­ 
tee.

The Carrell bill would have 
required open meetings for 
subcommittees of two or more 
members.

Following brief testimony 
on the bills, supported by the 
California News paper Pub­ 
lishers Association, no motion 
was forthcoming and the bills 
were held in committee. Iron­ 
ically, until this session of the 
legislature, the chairman of 
the GE committee was the 
only publisher in the legisla­ 
ture, former Senator Luther 
E. Gibson, D-Vallejo.

Rkhard Carpenter, general 
manager of the League ol 
California Cities, was in op­ 
position to the bills, as he has 
been before. He termed them 
unnecessary.

Meanwhile, in the assem­ 
bly, Assemblyman William T. 
Bagley, R-San Rafael, has two 
bills which are identical to 
the Carrell bills. Both have 
won the approval of the lull

assembly.
The Bagley bills will be 

sent to the GE committee 
which dealt with the Carrell 
bills. Bagley has a problem. 
he admits, but he's an optim­ 
ist and has hopes. Bagtey s 
optimism has some founda 
tion as it was only a few years 
ago he had an "impossible' 
bill to extend daylight saving 
time a month longer in the 
fall.

DST bills always had in­ 
voked the wrath of the senate, 
silent or otherwise, but Bag- 
ley managed to get the meas­ 
ure through the GE commit­ 
tee. It appeared on the ballot 
and, as is well known. DST 
now extends to the last Sun 
day in October, rather than 
September.

Bagley didnt get off Scot- 
free in moving his bilu 
through'the assembly. He had 
to promise to consider some 
amendments when the mils 
were up before the senate

There's a problem with the 
bills, other than the built-in

opposition of the League of 
California Cities. One of the 
bills seeks to tighten the 
Brown Act and the other bill 
seeks to extend the streng­ 
thened Act to state agencies.

At present. Bagley said, 
some 300 state agencies have 
some provisions requiring 
their meetings to be public, 
but these are scattered all 
over the law. Some 60 state 
agencies have no require­ 
ments whatsoever.

Bagley has been around the 
course before and is not say­ 
ing right now just what con­ 
cessions he will make in order 
to convince the GE commit­ 
tee it should reconsider its 
earlier action. However, indi­ 
cations now are that the as­ 
semblyman might settle for a 
straight bill to bring all state 
agencies under the present 
Brown Act

This would require open 
meetings for the state groups 
nut would not tamper with 
the present law covering open 
sessions for subcommittees.
